With over 2,000 American 
soldiers dead, the war in Iraq has 
been dominating news headlines 
for over three years. No longer a 
small conflict, the war has 
touched the lives of families liv- 
ing everywhere in the United 
States. 

Grayling is no exception. The 
1071st Maintenance Division, 
comprised primarily of soldiers 
from Grayling and the surround- 
ing area, has recently returned 
home after a tour of duty that 
lasted nearly a year. 

While America was watching 
the war unfold on television, 
these men and women were 
there, living it. 

Spe. Travis Hatfield, age 20, 
and Spc. Keil Clough, age 21, 
joined the Army National Guard 
straight out of high school. 
While many other Grayling 
High School graduates were 
making the transition into col- 
lege life, these men were prepar- 
ing to live life in a combat zone, 

The Mission 

“Mortars were just flying in, 
getting closer and closer to us,” 
said Hatfield. 

While he was stationed at 
Combat Outpost in Iraq, enemy 
forces shelled the area in an 
attempt to damage the base.

Hatfield. 

Despite escaping unscathed, 
Hatfield and his fellow soldiers 
didn’t stop to celebrate. 

“We basically just paused for 
the mortars. Wait for them to 
stop firing, then do what we were 
doing,” said Hatfield. 

Shortly after the barrage 
ceased, they were back outside, 
working on the tanks. Nothing 
interfered with the task at hand. 

“Tons of huge tanks would 
come in all blown up and stuff,” 
said Hatfteld. 

Many soldiers woke up at 5:00 
a.m. to begin the work day. And 
forget about getting off before 
dinner. 

“One night we worked until 
11:30 at night,” said Hatfield. 

The work day was Jong and 
demanding, with the soldiers 
laboring in difficult conditions. 

“It’s hot all the time... would- 
n’t say one day was worse than 
another,” said Clough. 

“ft just drags on day after day,” 
said Hatfield. “There was just no 
way thai it went by fast at all.” 

Daily Life 

Free time could be just as 
monotonous as the work. 

“In Iraq, when you weren’t 
working, you didn’t have much 
to do,” said Clough. “There’s not 
much social life. Not much fun.” 

Clough spent much of his free 
time at the gym. He also played 
on “intramural” softball and 
football leagues organized by 
soldiers deployed in the area. 

“We played tons of cards. I 
think I’ve learned every card 
game possible,” said Hatfield. 

He spent a lot of time using the 
internet to talk to his family and 
calling when possible. 
Communications and packages 
from home were the biggest thrill 
fot most soldiers. 

According to Clough, the 
hardest things about being 
deployed were “boredom and 
being away from home.” Gifts 
and support sent from the United 
States made a big difference. 


“A big company called 
Virginia Tile sent us tons of stuff. 
Big boxes of stuff,” said Hatfield. 

He also played volleyball and 
videogames to pass the time. 
One thing that neither Hatfield 
nor Clough never did during the 
time that they were deployed was 
drink alcohol. 

American soldiers deployed in 
the area are required to abide by 
Islamic custom out of respect for 
the local population. Drinking is 
strictly forbidden in Iraq. 

“It sucked...you go over there 
fighting for their freedom and 
you can’t have your own,” said 
Hatfield. 

The Iraqi People 

One opportunity 1071st sol- 
diers did have was to get a look at 
Iraq itself, 

“T did quite a few convoys, so I 
got to see a lot of the country- 
side,” said Hatfield. 

From what he saw, there was a 
lot of rural farm area in the coun- 
try. There was also a lot of 
poverty. 

“There were mud houses and 
right next to a mud house, there 
would be a mansion,” said 
Hatfield. 

At the same time, there were 
areas where the struggling nation 
appeared more developed. For 
example, heavy traffic is just as 
teal there is it is in the United 
States. 

“They had like a million cars,” 
said Clough. “It’s more civilized 
than J thought.” 

Nonetheless, the signs of 
poverty could be found even in 
more populated areas, 

“They had a lot of trash and 
crap everywhere,” said Clough. 

Of course, Iraq is more than a 
landscape. Above all, it is a 
nation of people. The men and 
women of the 107Ist interacted 
with the Iraqi people regularly, 

“There’s some very friendly 
Iraqi people. Some will wave. It 
depends on what part of the 
country you're in,” said Hatfield. 

Not everyone in the country

was friendly to the American 
presence. 

“Little kids will flip you off 
alongside the streets in Iraq and 
throw rocks at you,” said 
Hatfield. sid 

Clough says that the locals are. 
friendly for the most part. 

“The Iraqi people are nice, 
though. The good ones are,” said 
Clough. 

Unfortunately, the soldiers of 
the 107{st were witness to more 
than a few of the area insurgents 
that Clough would not likely 
refer to as the “good ones.” 
Although the 107 1st is not desig- 
nated as an active combat unit, 
Hatfield witnessed fellow sol- 
diers from the detachment take 
and return fire from hostile 
forces. These incidents remind- 
ed him to be cautious of area 
natives, 

“There’s not a chance I’d trust 
‘em,” said Hatfield. 

Fighting Together 

On the other hand, time in Iraq 
only strengthened the bonds 
among those working together in 
the !07\st. 

“You meet a lot of different 


people,” said Clough. 
“Everyone’s treated 
equal.. nobody (in the 107 1st) is 


really looked down on or treated 
any different than anyone else,” 
said Hatfield. “We’re still hang- 
ing out.” 

Today, Clough and Hatfield, 
along with the rest of the [07 Ist, 
find themselves adapting to civil- 
ian life. 

“It was different for a few 
dlays,..but it wasn’t bad,” said 
Clough. 

Hatfield remembers the first 
thing he did when he returned to 
Grayling: “Went for a truck ride.” 

Hatfield and Clough both plan 
on making a full-time career out 
of mnilitary life. 

“It was a tough year, but every- 
thing worked out in the end,” said 
Hatfteld, “I definitely have to 
say the whole military thing

What does 
this mean, if anything? 

It cannot be that boys are more inter- 
ested in sports and other activities which 
may detract from studies. Girls’ resumes 
have shown as many or more athletes as 
the boys’, and certainly as many outside 
activities. So what’s going on? I have no 
answer. 

And to think that one recent president 
of Harvard was eased out of his job after 
claiming that female students, as girls, 
simply cannot grasp the more intricate 
Studies at Harvard as male students can. 


Obviously that's just not so.

A.R.K. offers guidance for 
injured or orphaned animals 


With people starting to open 
up cottages, uncover boats, and 
move around in the woods, this 
week, Ruth Fruehauf, Director of 
A.R.K., Association to Rescue 
Kritters, the wildlife rescue orga- 
nization, is reminding people 
what to do if they encounter 
injured or orphaned animals or 
birds. 

If you see any fawns, do not 
pick them up and take them out 
of the forest unless they are 
bleeding or seriously injured or 
are with or near a dead doe. 
The doe’s leave the newborn 
fawns while they go to feed, 
returning only a few times each 
day to nurse them. The fawns 
have virtually no scent of their 
own, so predators cannot locate 
them; they are normally safest 
away from the doe until they are 
big enough to travel with her. 
Until you know that the doe ts 
dead, injured, or has abandoned 
the fawn, every attempt must be 
made to return any fawn taken 
from the forest to its mother. If 
you must remove a fawn from 
the forest, note where you picked 
itup. Do not give it cow’s 
milk, and call “The A.R.K.” or 
central dispatch non-emergency 
number and they will put you in 
contact with a wildlife rehabilita- 
tor. 

Never give cow's milk to a bird 
or an animal. All wildlife is lac- 
tose intolerant, cow’s milk will 
kill some of them and will make 
all of them sick. 
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Regular household ammonia 
will deter all critters from staying 
where they aren't 
Raccoons opossums, skunks, 
squirrels, and just about anything 
else will leave with their babies if 
rags, soaked with ammonia are 
placed around the area where the 
animal has taken up residence. 
Moth balls are not an effective 
deterrent to most wildlife. 

Take in bird feeders now if you 
are in an area that is known to 
have bears. There isn't a lot of 
food out yet and bird seed 
attracts them to your yard. 

If your pontoon or boat has 
been taken out of storage, check 
all cabinets and benches to be 
sure there aren't any visitors 
before you go out on the fake. 
Shrink wrapped boats make 
wonderful warm, dry, safe places 
for moms to have their babies 
until someone decides to take the 
boat out for a ride. Being out on 
the water with a frightened and 
angry raccoon can be a very scar- 
ry way to spend the morning. 

Never put water in a_ bird's 
mouth, Their airway is directly 
behind their tongue and they 
can't contro] where the water 
goes so they drown from only a 
couple of drops of water. Birds 
have a very poor sense of smell 
so picking up a baby bird that has 
fallen from the nest and trying to 
put it back into the nest is a good 
thing to do. It isn't true that the 
mom won't accept it back after 
people have touched it. 
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Hanging baskets with, some 
straw in it makes a good substi- 
tute nest for a baby bird if the 
nest that it fell from is too high 
up in the tree. Try to hang it in 
the tree that you think the baby 
fell from. Then watch to be sure 
that the mom knows that the 
baby is in the new nest and that it 
is being fed by the mom. If she 
doesn't feed it call “The A.R.K." 
for help. 

AJ} mom animals wil] gladly 
take back a baby, even if it smells 
like a human. The maternal 


“instinct of all of the animals is 


very strong. So make every 
effort to keep mom's and babies 
together whenever possible.

MichCon — sub- 
sidiaries are warning customers 
to look out for con artists posing 
as utility workers in order to gain 
access to homes and personal 
property. These impostors fre- 


quently strike tn the spring as the 


weather warms up. They often 
prey upon the elderly. 

“Unfortunately, there are 
unscrupulous people out there 
who may pose as Detroit Edison 
and MichCon employees to take 
advantage of our customers,” 
said Michael Lynch, DTE 
Energy’s director of corporate 
security. “We urge customers to 
be cautious to prevent these crim- 
inals from entering their homes.” 

One common scam involves 
thieves posing as utility employ- 
ees, asking the homeowner for 
payment of an outstanding bill 
and threatening to shut off ser- 
vice if it’s not paid on the spot. 
Sometimes these thieves work in 
pairs. One will distract the 
homeowner while the other 
searches the house for money 
and other valuables. 
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DTE Energy field employees 
carry photo identification badges 
that identify them as DTE 
Energy employees. | Customers 
who are not sure about an 
employee’s identification, or who 
want to verify the nature of the 
work to be done at their homes, 
should call DTE Energy at (800) 
477-4747, 

“We want customers to know 
that if they have any questions 
about someone claiming to repre- 
sent Detroit Edison or MichCon, 
they can call us for verification 
before they open their doors.” 
said Lynch. . 

It is felony for people to 
impersonate public utility work- 
ers, whether or not they actually 
gain entrance to a home and 
commit a crime, 

Lynch said customers should 
keep the following tips in mind to 
avoid becoming a victim: All 
Detroit Edison and MichCon 


employees and contractors carry 
photo identification badges, and 
are required to display their 
badge if asked, ‘Customers are. 
encouraged to ask for tdentifica- 
tion. 

Do not allow people into your 
home who claim to offer a 
Detroit Edison or MichCon 
refund, DTE Energy employees 
never deliver cash refunds or 
rebates to customers’ homes. 

Do not pay cash for tree-trim- 
ming work by individuals claim- 
ing to be from Detroit Edison or 
a Detroit Edison contractor. The 
utility does not charge for line 
clearance work. Additionally, 
before tree-trimming crews enter 
a neighborhood for a scheduled 
line clearance work, customers 
are notifies about the work to be 
done, 

Call the police if you believe 
the person at your door is a con 
artist posing as a utility worker.

New zoning act spurs 
training sessions — 


New zoning regulations may 
. get a little easier to comprehend, 
_ thanks to training sessions being 
offered by the Planning and 
Zoning Center at Michigan State 
. University (MSU). The three- 
_ hour, information-packed train- 
' ing sessions, held at various 
' locations around the state, focus 
‘ on changes to planning and zon- 
‘ing rules as laid out in the 
_ Michigan Zoning and Enabling 
Act of 2006. 
Mark Wyckoff, director of the 
_ center, says the act repeals three 
_ laws that have been a mainstay 
in planning and zoning circles 
, since 1921, 
, “This is a major change for 
_ zoning in Michigan,” Wyckoff 
_ explains. “The act essentially 
codifies the zoning enabling acts 
_ for cities, villages, townships 
, and counties, resulting in proce- 
" dural changes that every member 
of a zoning board, planning 
‘commission, zoning commis- 
‘sion, and zoning board of 
‘ appeals, and every zoning 
‘ administrator will need to 
, know.” 
’ The new act includes changes 
, to public hearing notice require- 
| ments, the phasing out of zoning 
: boards and changes to use vari- 
‘ance authority, standards and 


procedures. 

“Whether local ordinances 
change quickly is irrelevant,” 
Wyckoff says. “Local officials 
will be responsible for knowing 
and following the new rules 
when the law goes into effect 
July 1.” 

During the tratning sessions, 
Wyckoff will unveil the 
Michigan Zoning Guidebook in 
an attempt to flatten the learning 
curve associated with the new 
rules. 

“The guidebook explains the 
whole statute from soup to nuts 
in a more user-friendly format,” 
he says. “When people first see 
the act, it seems a little daunting. 


But once we delve into it, 1 hope 


they realize it’s actually easier 
and more logical than what 
we've done in the past.” 

Registration fees range from 
$90 to $100 with a $15 late fee 
for registrations received less 
than a week before the session. 
A training session will take place 
in Grayling on June 7.
